Perfecting the kiln temperature has a lot 
to do with the success of Rhys’s ‘Split’ desk. 
Take a closer look and you’ll notice that the 
black surface is Corian, which had its own 
set of challenges attached to it. “Working 
with a material I’m unfamiliar with is always 
a steep learning curve,” says Rhys, who is 
from New South Wales and now based in 
Adelaide. “The Corian is heated in a kiln, and 
once it reaches the specified temperature, 
it’s removed and slumped over a mould.” 
Melding the man-made material (the desk 
is also available in white) with the timber 
elements - all crafted by hand - gives 
‘Split’ its sculptural look, but Rhys also 
works in practical smarts: “It incorporates 
cable management, book display and 
partitioned areas for paper,” he says.

Living in different countries 
doesn’t stop sisters Clare 
Scholes and Joy Stewart 
from making art together

Clare (pictured, on right), were you and Joy creative as kids? 

Yes, we were always cutting, sticking and sewing. We spent most 
of our primary-school years living in Papua New Guinea where 
we didn’t have a TV. Instead, our very artistic mum used to get 
us involved in lino printing, tie-dyeing or just playing shops with 
little things we had made. We kept experimenting with different 
mediums as we grew up and just about always have a project on 
the go although neither of us have ever been good at knitting. 

Can you describe what you make and how you came across 
this way of being creative? Our current collections involve 
watercolouring hand-cut paper feathers and flowers. We’re great 
experimenters and most of our designs come from brainstorming, 
lots of trial and error and then the ‘aha!’ moment. 

Do you have a favourite material or technique? We ve worked 
with fabric in the past but always seem to come back to paper 
because of its versatility. We love the freedom that painting gives us, 
too. We get excited about how different each feather can be. Texture 
plays a huge part in most of our works and we love layering paper. 
How does it work, given that you live so far away from each 
other? I’m based in Melbourne with a studio space in my home. 

Joy and her family recently moved to Singapore. Working apart 
has created a new set of challenges, but we manage to juggle living 
in different countries with lots of phone and Skype conversations. 

It helps enormously that we think alike and often come up with 
exactly the same thought or idea even though we are apart. 

Joy is able to paint, cut and send back parcels of feathers and 
flowers for me to put together and have framed in Melbourne. 

What’s been your favourite project to collaborate on? The 
feather artworks that have travelled the world before coming 
to life are current favourites dreamed up together, painted by 
Joy in Singapore, cut here, there and everywhere (even on beach 
holidays) and then sent to Melbourne for me to assemble. 

Is it hard making these works? We always hand-cut our work with 
scissors (and have the blisters to prove it!) as we value the control 
it gives us.

Here, she details 
how to choose your living area furniture 
We are looking at buying all-new 
[furniture for our lounge. What should 
we buy first to base everything else around 
- rug art or couch? @hellolynnec via Instagram 
Start with the most expensive piece - the 
sofa! A tip before buying the lounge: ensure its palette works with the 
tones of your living zone’s wall and floor. Good classic options include 
the ‘Errol’ three-seater sofa from Jardan (pictured, $6200, jardan.com.au) 
or ‘Signature’ three-seater sofa in Attache Nutmeg from Freedom 
($1499, freedom.com.au). Then build everything around your couch’s 
colour and style. After selecting your coffee table and side tables, 
consider the entertainment unit. I like the TV unit to fade into the 
wall, so often white is a great option. Then select the homewares: 
start with one key object first - either the rug or artwork - and build 
your palette from that piece. 


Q We love the look of timber floors but, with two 
young boys, Fm not sure what type of flooring 
will hold up the best? Karen ColUns via Facebook 

“Hard-wearing timber floors in European oak, Australian 
or exotic species create stunning, high-end finishes. But if 
you’re decorating on a budget, there are alternatives that 
are still suited to busy homes with kids and pets,” says 
John Harrison, marketing manager at Godfrey Hirst. 
“Laminate flooring is a great way to get the look of timber 
for a fraction of the price. ‘Vue’ laminate (pictured, 
from $60/sgm, plus installation, godfreyhirst. 
com) has a textured embossing that feels like 
timber, and its durable AC5-rated surface 
protects against toys and pet claws. Luxury 
vinyl plank is also a popular 
option, again with a realistic 
representation of timber and 
the bonus of water 
resistance.”

Display your child’s 
masterpieces in white 
frames for an easy 
and cohesive look 

Q What are some tips for 
displaying children's art 
at home? Yoshiko via email 

“Ideally, little artists will use 
sketchbooks, making it easy 
to keep everything contained.” 
says Gabrielle Stanley Blair, 
author of Design Mom ($59.95, 
Workman/Hardie Grant). “But if 
not, try building a sketchbook after 
the fact gather loose drawings 
made on the same size paper, 
and have them bound into one 
book that will offer decades of 
enjoyment as they remember 
that year they spent drawing 
ninjas.” Or hang work on wire 
or sturdy string with pegs; create 
a wall poster of collated, scanned 
and miniaturised art (you can do 
this at your local printing shop); 
produce one-of-a-kind placemats 
from laminated sketches; or 
feature drawings as unframed art. 
instead of wallpaper. “It will keep 
some of your happiest memories 
at the ready,” says Gabrielle. 


Q Which colours should be 
used on walls of a living 
room if you have all-white 
furniture? Mamie Finster 

Try painting your walls in dark 
shades like graphite or inky blue 
it will create a dramatic 
high-contrast punch. “This is 
great for a larger space that you 
want to make feel more intimate 
and cocooning.” says Jessica 
Belief, head of styling at Temple 
& Webster (tern plea ndwebster. 
com.au). “For a small room with 
limited natural light, choose wall 
colours that are pale and soft. 
Shades of beige, off-white and 
pretty pastels will open up the 
space and work in harmony 
with white furniture.” And when 
it comes to your flooring, opt for 
either cool or warm tones then 
select a colour for your walls that 
falls within the same temperature.

tile choice 


1. If you’re renovating for resale, it’s wise 
to keep things fairly neutral. Tile choice 
has a dramatic impact on a bathroom, 
not only aesthetically but in terms of 
defining the space and maximising its 
size. Bathrooms are big-budget spaces 
and can potentially make or break a sale. 

Going all-white can look pretty dated, 
so best to keep to popular neutrals like 
pale grey, stone and oatmeal. Kingi and 
Caro’s, Dean and Shay’s, and Andy and 
Whitney’s bathrooms (pictured, below 
centre) all featured tiles in these shades. 

2. 1 love hand-painted Moroccan tiles but 
I would only use them in a bathroom for me! Strong colour 
and pattern can be polarising for potential buyers and can also 
make the bathroom feel much smaller. Suzi andVonni made 
a brave choice with their look-at-me aqua tiles (which, I admit, 
I loved) but it remains to be seen how they will fare come 
auction day. Luke and Ebony’s glazed dark-blue subway tiles 
were probably a safer choice for a colour hit. Dean and Shay 
used a stunning herringbone tile (below left) to spectacular 
effect but a little goes a long way. 

3. There are great tiles that resemble timber, concrete and 
rendered concrete. They’re a perfect choice if you want a cool, 
industrial vibe and look good with timber, rose gold and brass 
fittings — Dean and Shay used brass brilliantly. Remember that 
floor tiles have to be non-slip (it’s been overlooked in the past 
on The Block!) and double-check that they’re compatible with 
underfloor heating if you’re installing it. For what it’s worth. 
I’m not a big fan of repeating the same tile on walls and floor 
— I prefer a contrast, even if it’s subtle.

1. Spatial planning is the first thing to 
address before you start looking through 
product brochures for your dream 
freestanding bath. The contestants were 
lucky to have ample space in their main 
bathrooms and you can see they used it 
to their advantage in the placement of 
the baths. Not everyone has that luxury, 
so you need to make sure you have room 
on three sides of the bath — not only will 
you have proper access to it, but it will 
make the room feel grand and luxurious. 
Cleaning around freestanding baths can 
be extremely annoying, so consider the 
room you have between wall and bath 
and leave enough room to get an arm behind there to clean up 
dust and water. The shape of the bath will also determine how 
close you take it to the wall, if you have wall taps. If the bath 
curves down to the base, you’ll have extra ‘cleaning’ room; but 
if the bath is straight from the lip to the base, the bath will need 
to come out at least 50mm-100mm more. 

2. Freestanding baths can be made from many different materials, 
such as acrylic, stone and metal. When putting in a bath of this 
nature, you need to consider the weight of it on its own and 
when it is full of water and with a person or two in it. This total 
can weigh up to 200 to 300 kilograms and not all floors can 
handle this. As The Block property is an apartment building, 
adding extra weight bearing to the structure wasn’t an option, 

so the contestants couldn’t splash out on heavy stone baths. 

3. A bath Is not just white any more, so look at the different 
ways you can create visual interest on the bath surround. The 
surround comes in a few colours, such as grey and black — as 
seen with Ebony and Luke’s tub (below right) — but why not 
put art on your bath? Caro and Kingi created something we’ve 
never seen before on The Block with a vinyl wrap around the 
bath face. This type of application has been used for years on 

cars for advertising, but it’s 
so unique that I think we’ll 
see more of it. It’s waterproof, 
adds colour and is easily 
removable. Art on your bath 
is a great way to add interest 
and detail to your room, 
especially if you’re nervous 
about making an investment 
in patterned floor tiles.

THINGS WE LOVE 


R emember the days when each room in the house 
had four walls and a couple of doors? With the trend 
towards open-plan living, we’re now challenged to 
define our spaces in different, more creative ways. 

Of course, walls are the easiest and the simplest solution 
to mark out a space even better, they hold up the roof but 
they’re also enclosing, restricting flow and taking away that 
open feel we love so much. While there are some rooms that 
call for privacy (no-one wants a toilet behind a shoji screen), 
we spend most of our lives in the living area/kitchen/dining 
area, which means it’s not great design practice to shut all 
these rooms off from each other. Here, I’ll look at a range of 
elements and options that can characterise a space, create 
a mood and give a sense of purpose to an area without 
excluding it from the rest of the world. 


O open shelving 

Traditional freestanding bookshelves are a bit ‘has-been’ 
in design terms as they generally look cluttered and can 
be tricky to place. However, a smart room divider that 
can double as a storage unit or a bookshelf is an effective 
and inexpensive way to break up zones in the one area. 

A smaller unit can be moved around easily, if you feel you 
need to change it up every now and then, but be careful not 
to clutter the shelves with too much junk; it needs to look 
good from both sides. With a considered design, open 
shelving can also be an architectural feature.

O screens 

Similar to shelving, adding a screen to break up a room is 
easy and inexpensive. In those connected spaces where 
you don’t need privacy a feature timber installation can 
be the ideal solution. Just like a good shoji screen, a timber 
version can be a simple yet sophisticated application in 
a living/dining area for instance (as seen in this DTDA 
project, dtda.com.au). where you need that something 
extra to divide the space. 

O curtains 

Another smart treatment is to install curtains or fabric on 
a sliding track to create two spaces. Choosing this option 
can add tonnes of softness and a luxe feel to a space, 
while also giving the room a sense of charm. You can 
use heavy drapes if you want privacy, but I think the use 
of sheer fabric in this curtained-off dining area (pictured, 
opposite) works beautifully to give a sense of intimacy 
without the coldness of a solid structure. 
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O sunken floors 

I think a sunken floor is the sexiest thing going around (in 
building terms, that is), but it’s one of those things you’ll need 
to talk to your architect or builder about before construction 
begins. A change in flooring level not only defines a space 
while maintaining an open feel, but it also creates drama. 

A good place to start is often just a small step it can make 
all the difference. Choose another flooring option in a 
contrasting finish to make the most of the separation of 
zones. A variation in levels can also visually mark out a 
smaller area in a larger room. Playing with ceiling heights 
and bulkheads to reflect what is going on on the floor will 
add even more of a dramatic feel (but more on that later). 

Be sure to keep the drop in the floor level to less than one 
metre, or building inspectors will insist you install a handrail. 

O dropped ceiling 

Applying the same principles to the ceiling as you would 
with the sunken flooring treatment will give the same effect. 
Though it’s not as obvious as stepping onto a different floor 
level, a lowered ceiling will still zone off a space while retaining 
an open-plan vibe, as seen in this kitchen. Changing the ceiling 
finish is an easy way to emphasise the structural change.

N estled in the rolling hills of Victoria s spa country 
is a picture-perfect cottage. Its dramatic black 
exterior and duck-egg blue door are clues to the 
sophisticated yet cosy style that lies within. When 
it’s not used as a weekend getaway for tired city 
dweUers, it is the beautiful ‘home away from home’ for Suzanne 
and Adam Cunningham and their children, Grace and Tom. 

In many ways, the kids were the driving force behind an 
18-month search that led the family to this idyUic spot in Daylesford. 
“Before they came along, Adam and I loved to travel,” says Suzanne. 
“But while having kids put the brakes on going overseas, we longed 
for somewhere to escape to on weekends as a family.” 

And there was something else Suzanne was longing for: a new 
challenge. After more than a decade in the financial services sector, 
she had left her job to follow her passion for interior design. The 
cottage would be a big project and she couldn’t wait to get stuck in. 
Luckily, it ticked all the boxes structurally — it was a well-kept period 
property, with a good internal layout and a modern extension. 

But, as Suzanne recalls, “It was very shabby chic when we found it. 


There were lots of exposed timbers and distressed finishes. 

It wasn’t to my style but it had huge potential — I knew 
instinctively that it would be a special place for our family.” 

Suzanne, what attracted you to Daylesford? I grew up in a small 
town in South Australia and always dreamed of having a place 
in the country. We wanted to find somewhere that felt like we 
were getting away from it all, but wasn’t too far from Melbourne. 
Daylesford is the perfect spot. 

What was your vision for this home? I always saw this house 
as ‘modern country cottage’ and worked hard to blend and 
balance the old with the new. 

As an interior designer, how did you approach the styling process? 

For this house, I kept coming back to the lyrics from ‘Somewhere 
Over The Rainbow’: “Where troubles melt like lemon drops”. 
That’s how I wanted the house to feel — that your troubles melt away 
as soon as you arrive. It had to be a place to relax and to get away 
from it all. And everything in the house had to fit with that. With 
that in mind, I tore a lot of pages out of magazines, tagged the 
pages of interiors books, and did lots of pinning on Pinterest.

Then I kept reviewing and refining everything until I came up 
with a style that felt just right. During the renovation, I approached 
Tamara Maynes — who is renowned for her contemporary take on 
traditional crafts — to bring the quote to life as a modern embroidery 
(pictured, opposite). It’s one of my most cherished pieces. 

How did you use colour to fit with your style In this home? I always 
start with a neutral foundation — paint, cabinetry, furniture and 
window furnishings — and then add colour sparingly. I also love 
all things British, and one of my favourite resource books for this 
project was Living With Colour hy Farrow & Ball. The painted 
timber floors were directly inspired by this book. 

What were some of the style lessons you learned along the way? 
Go with your instincts. If you love something, go for it. Most 
people thought it was really strange that we were going to paint 
the floor rather than stain it, but I knew the look I wanted and 
I’m so glad I stuck by my idea. The same goes for the exterior. 
Why did you decide to leave an established career to become an 
Interior designer? I have always loved interiors and after the birth 
of my son, I decided the time had come to follow that passion. 


It was a big decision to make because I thought it was so different 
from anything I’d done before. But the biggest surprise was how 
relevant many of the skills I learnt from my corporate career have 
been in running my own business. 

How do you feel about the house now that It Is finished? This is 
a house that’s filled with things I love and things that make me 
smile and we feel completely comfortable here. Luckily, the 
people who stay here feel the same — we really enjoy reading 
the lovely comments they’ve written in the guest book, which 
usually say they want to move in permanently! It’s not only 
a ‘home away from home’ for us, but for our guests as well. 

How do you spend your time here as a family? The feeling of us 
aU being together is reaUy special. There are so many things for Grace 
and Tom to do, like rambling around outside and playing on the 
tree swing in the front garden. We all love walking and exploring, 
plus there’s a natural spring nearby where we go to get fresh water 
together. We feel so blessed; we’re very lucky indeed. O

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r he signs outside the McKimms’ holiday house on 
Victorias Mornington Peninsula are clear: ‘No Public 
Beach Access.’ Backing onto a national park and 
just a short walk to the ocean, owner Andrea 
McKimm says, “Sometimes when we look out 
towards Bass Strait from the shore, there’s not a soul in sight.You 
can’t see any houses — maybe a ship or two — but you really could 
be in the middle of nowhere.” The only caveat? The surfers. “They 
know all the best breaks,” she says. “But this is an excellent secret 
spot so we don’t mind sharing it with them.” 

Sitting on just over 3000 square metres, the land is generous and 
private. It’s sand-dune terrain, so Simon Perkins of Pleysier Perkins 
contoured the lawn that gently roUs up to the home’s north-facing 
deck. Sunken snugly into the native landscape and surrounded 
by tea trees, the restrained lines of the house contrast with the 
rugged coastal environment without jarring or imposing. 

This is the third property the family has owned in Blairgowrie, 
and prior to purchasing this site six years ago, they had a holiday 
house just one street away. “We’ve been coming here since we 
were kids,” says the youngest of the McKimm children, Lucinda.

coastal style is epitomised in 
this breezy space. A generous 
sofa from Dare Gallery marks 
a comfortable buffer between 
the two entertaining areas 
- with the indoor dining zone 
defined by the Tasmanian 
oak table from Southwood. 
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“Our first place was a tiny little box that we had a lot of fun in, 
and our second property offered a view of this block of land.” 

The brief for architect Simon was simple: “We wanted it to 
nestle into the vegetation, respond to the natural environment, 
sit below the tree canopy, and have good orientation to the sun. 
He did that perfectly,” says Andrea (pictured, above). “Its single 
storey, low maintenance with natural finishes, and has a neutral 
palette and laid-back feel — just what we wanted.” 

Pale brickwork forms a central spine from the entry right 
through the centre of the house, creating a hallway with the living 
area to one side and bedrooms on the other. Bricks were chosen 
primarily for the low-maintenance perks but they also hint at the 
mid-century architecture that Andrea has such affection for. She 
says it reminds her of “the cool houses some of my friends had 
in Beaumaris growing up in the ’70s”. The thermal mass of the 
brick also stores heat, making the house more energy efficient. 

Andrea put her keen eye for interiors to good use and was 
involved in the interior design process with Kanako Nakanishi, 
also of Pleysier Perkins, but steered clear of sentimentality when it 
came to furniture. “It’s a beach house, so I didn’t want anything too 
precious,” she says. “The only exception was the Eames chair in the 
living area, which is highly sought after when Chris isn’t using it. 

I like to sit there and read when the afternoon sun pours in.” 
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The house is just big enough to accommodate the entire 
McKimm clan, which includes Andrea and Chris’s four children, 
who flock here regardless of the season. “In winter, my favourite 
part of the house is the living room, when all the family comes 
down and we sit by the fire with a red wine, watching the footy,” 
says Andrea. “In summer, it’s the alfresco area where we have 
sunset drinks and barbecue dinners.” 

A flat plane projecting from the roof forms a covered deck 
that runs the entire length of the house. It’s the perfect spot for 
summer outdoor entertaining, such as the first Christmas Chris 
and Andrea hosted at the house last year. It’s occasions like this 
that conversation inevitably turns to work, with the whole family 
working in the construction and design industry. 

The entire process was smooth sailing. “But then again, we’re 
biased because we have our own building company,” says Andrea. 
The only thing she would have changed? “We’re expecting our 
first grandchild in November, so maybe more bedrooms!” EiJ

“Being 
sentimental has forced me to repurpose old 
things,” says Jamie (pictured, above). The Walsh family purchased 
their 1924 weatherboard cottage in 2002 as a three-bedroom 
house. Since then, thanks to their appetite for renovation, it has 
matured into a comfortable five-bedroom home. 

When they moved in, the couple’s first play was to bring 
the outside in by installing a large dome skylight in the formal 
lounge. It was the first of many changes; as the family grew, so 
did their home. With the help of Schmid Constructions, the back 
verandah, living and dining area, kitchen and laundry were all 
demolished in 2005, which proved a tall order for the young 
family. “Building the extension was a little crazy — we had two 
small children and baby number three on the way with only 
half a house,” says Jamie. “I cooked outside on the barbecue and 
washed up in the small bathroom sink! ’’The testing time proved 
worthwhile for Jamie and Matt, who were then able to infuse 
the renovated home with their characterful approach to interior 
styling. Every corner is a composition of inherited and reclaimed 
pieces, flea market and roadside finds, and eBay treasures. “I tend 
to break up the lovely vintage pieces with a touch of industrial 
style and modern details that are fresh and functional,” says Jamie. 
“I have a passion for salvaging things.” 

Case in point is the Shaker-inspired kitchen, where such items 
as vintage scales sit dutifully behind the glass doors. “I love exposed 
shelves but they’re not very practical, so we used glass doors to keep 
crockery dust free. I like the look of organised clutter,” says Jamie.

The grey pendant lights were purchased from a farm in Windsor, 
and they came with another pair, which light up a roadside-find 
trestle table on the deck. Matt’s grandparents’ kitchen table has 
been repurposed as the island bench. “The surface was brown 
laminate with mustard legs. We stripped it, painted it and added 
castor wheels. It has been in Matt’s family forever and now it’s 
the heart of our kitchen,” says Jamie. Glass-panelled doors line the 
wall that looks out to the garden, and the sky-high ceiling opens 
up the large room, which houses the kitchen on one side and a 
living area on the other. Down the middle is an old shearer’s table 
top that has been upcycled for dining purposes. 

In 2011, hungry for more, the Walshes went upstairs, adding 
three bedrooms, a play area and a bathroom, using the same building 
firm they had in 2005. “This renovation saw all four kids sharing 
one bedroom for about six months!” says Jamie. “We had to endure 
a lot more mess and dust as we couldn’t block off the new build 

— I got through it by thinking about the end result.” Did they recruit 
architects to shape the evolution of their home? “No, never,” says 
Jamie. “Matt and I have always scribbled everything down over the 
years — our dreams on paper. Matt is very practical and I’m visual.” 
The assured couple also took on the painting of the entire house 

— inside and out — as a cost-saving measure. “We focus on the 
trades we’re good at and hire others to do the rest,” says Jamie. 

So what’s next for the Walsh family? “We do a project every 
three to five years — not on purpose. It’s been three since the last 
one,” says Jamie. Time for another then? “We’re going to extend 
our walk-in wardrobe at the side of the house and add an open 
bathroom/ wet room for Matt and I. But we’ve been renovating 
for 13 years and I’m ready to just enjoy living here. Maybe even 
go on a holiday.” Sounds like a plan. H]

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L ooking for a space where work and home could 
sit side by side, partners in work and life Petra 
and Edwin were at a party when they heard talk 
of an old car workshop on the market. The couple 
went to take a look and fell in love with the light 
streaming in through the glass roof. “The place 
was completely run down and had been neglected for decades 
but we saw the potential of the huge space,” says Petra. “We took 
the initiative to call the owner and, four days later, it was ours. 

We were very lucky!” 

After six months of drawing up plans and wrangling approvals, 
it took another year and a half for Edwin, Petra and their team 
of craftspeople to transform the 1100-square-metre workshop. 

“We left the space open as long as possible so we could 
observe it and avoid making the wrong decisions,” says Petra 
of the building process. The ground floor hosts the kitchen and 
dining area, as well as two adjoining work rooms for Petra and 
Edwin s creative design business. Studio Boot. On the first floor 
is a huge open living room and TV room; and the couple’s 
bedroom and bathroom are at the top on the second floor. 

In order to keep the provenance of the building alive, Petra 
and Edwin tried to recycle as much as possible. They renovated 
the metal structure and, with designer Piet Hein Eek’s help, 
restored the glass ceiling and framing over the entrance hall. 

As each beam was taken out, it was inspected to see if it could 
be re-used. Once the frame was reinstated, it was sprayed in 
grey paint for a uniform look. 

Another recycling challenge was to install the long radiators 
Edwin reclaimed from an old hospital, and restore the sky-blue 
kitchen unit, which used to be an old laboratory bench. “Our 
craftsmen didn’t understand why we couldn’t just buy new 
fittings and new radiators!” says Petra. 

“Finding the proper place for each piece of furniture was 
challenging in this open space, so we had to take our time,” says 
Petra. “The three-metre -wide chest in the kitchen doesn’t actually 
look so big and the oversized dining table fits the area perfectly, 
as does the army jeep (pictured, left, with the couple) in the hall.” 

Petra and Edwin describe themselves as collectors. “Objects 
deserve a second life,” says Petra. “We never throw things away.” 

To wit, their collection of antlers. “Fifteen years ago, nobody 
wanted them and today, they are expensive and almost impossible 
to find,” says Edwin. “The same goes for the vintage sofas, the 
Iranian carpet. . . we’ve had them all for more than a decade.” 

For Petra, the completed house “gives us our freedom, is very 
generous and fits exactly with our life”.

The entire project was completed in 
three weeks flat. “We didn’t require 
a DA as all works were internal.” 

“We were careful to keep the 
budget within 15 per cent of the 
purchase price,” says Rachel. 









TIME TO BEGIN 

There were plenty of reasons for Rachel and Brad not to buy this 
poky dated apartment in Sydney’s Northern Beaches: a cramped 
layout dark rooms and old-fashioned decor. And with two kids 
under five, the couple knew they’d need to have their A-game ready 
if they were to revamp the space into a family-friendly home. “We 
wanted to change everything,” says Rachel. “At the first open for 
inspection, we started planning.” With her architect’s eye and Brad’s 
building know-how, the couple knew the property with its double- 
brick foundations, 2.75-metre-high ceilings and pretty outlook had 
potential for open-plan living in an area they knew and loved. By the 
time they’d made an offer and settled, the family were ready for a 
high-speed three-week renovation blitz. “We would have been 
homeless if we hadn’t completed the project within our schedule, 
so we made it happen,” says Rachel. 




OPEN-PLAN LIVING (right) 

The apartment’s lightness is in 
contrast to the dated dwelling 
it once was, thanks to the vision 
of owners Rachel and Brad

DREAM IT. 

Rachel started the process by identifying the look she wanted for 
her home. Her trademark aesthetic is soft minimalism - a look that 
incorporates all the serenity of a pared-back home, minus the stiff 
austerity and coldness that often accompanies the understated look. 
Adding warmth through textures and tones saves the style from 
being too clinical. “The soft-minimalistic architectural approach of a 
restrained palette, clean elongated lines and lack of clutter creates 
a sense of calm and evokes creativity,” says Rachel. “I’m inspired by 
the timeless work of Norm architects in Copenhagen and British 
architect John Pawson.” Rachel also wanted to add a light-filled 
New-York-loft vibe to the apartment and rework the small, gloomy 
rooms into an open-plan space to suit the family’s lifestyle.

DESIGN IT. 


The beauty of being an architect is that you get to apply your ideas 
and experience to your own design. “I was able to do this project 
in-house,” says Rachel. “But we established the brief and aesthetic 
direction as a family. Brad was very involved during the design 
process and provided the ‘client’ voice. It’s certainly a challenge 
working for yourself,” says Rachel. 

The couple started the home’s makeover plans in the living/dining 
area, where the biggest transformations would take place. “We wanted 
to maximise the social areas of the home,” says Rachel. Turning ‘poky’ 
into ‘generous’ involved removing non-load-bearing walls in the kitchen 
and laundry. Rachel and Brad also had to consider how the room 


would be used and how that would impact the design. “Due to the 
overall size of the living room, we had to choose between an island 
bench or a dining table,” says Rachel, who ended up deciding to go 
with a more standard dining table and chairs set-up. 

Being a young family had an impact on the design decisions, too. 
“We considered retaining the internal laundry,” says Rachel. But the 
move would have compromised the home’s open feel. Consolidating 
a stacked washer/dryer within the joinery at the end of the kitchen 
turned out to be a clever solution. “It was a total game-changer,” 
says Rachel. “Removing the laundry walls afforded the living area 
a surprisingly generous sense of space for an apartment.”

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DO IT. 

As a joiner and carpenter. Brad took charge of the construction work. 
Plans were drawn up well before settlement, trades booked and the 
entire process was ready to roll. “The whole place was completely 
gutted within the first three days of the build we were back to bare 
bones,” says Rachel. The family stayed at Brad’s parents’ place during 
construction “It would have been a sgueeze if the project ran over 
time!” says Rachel but both she and Brad were on site every day of 
the three-week project. “It was really exciting seeing the place evolve 
into our vision,” she says. Despite the joy of watching their dreams take 
shape, the tight schedule was certainly intense. “It was our biggest 
challenge,” says Rachel. “Brad worked crazy hours. Fortunately, we 
had no delays in overlapping trades.” 

There were cost-cutting tricks at every turn, such as saving on 
labour costs by pouring and forming the concrete benchtops on site. 
But there were splurges, too, especially when it came to the joinery. 
Flat-packed floor-to-ceiling cabinetry, concrete benches and integrated 
appliance nooks in the kitchen were installed by Brad to ensure the 
home is as functional as it is beautiful. 

With such a considered process, there’s not a lot of room for regret. 
Except when it comes to the bathroom the concrete floor is elegant 
but come winter, it can be a little chilly. “We regret not putting underfloor 
heating in that’s something we know for next time.” says Rachel. {Q

the story so far 

Susie and Luke moved into this property three years ago. Spending 
time in the house, and the birth of Maddy. has confirmed the need for 
a more modern update to make it a comfortable place to live. Susie 
doesn’t love the original features and would like a more contemporary 
feel. The couple has already begun to make plans but when it comes 
to such a big investment, they’re looking for a second opinion to 
ensure the proposed floorplan is the right one. 

what’s not working? 

Much of the 1940s house is still in its original state, apart from a 
modern kitchen that was installed before the Whites purchased 
the home. Unfortunately, it’s not great functionally there’s limited 
bench space and no room for a dining table.

The first impression on entering isn’t great. 

There are five doorways (including one

to the living area.” His suggestion is to take out the bathroom - now 
situated at the end of the hallway - so that when you open the front 
door, you look straight through an extension and out onto the garden.

backyard possibilities 

Taking back some of the big yard means Susie and Luke can increase 
the house’s footprint to have a much larger and brighter combined living 
and outdoor area. If the back half of the house is extended by about 
1.5 metres, the shed demolished and a deck added, there’s still plenty 
of garden space. “Make the whole northern facade glass doors, almost 
stretching the length of the property to give you a long living space that’s 
guite dramatic.” says Andrew. “It also means that all the living areas are 
on the north side of the house and the bedrooms on the south, which 
makes the most of the sunlight.” The bathroom and laundry will be 
relocated to the east side of the back of the house, behind the garage. 
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reworking the layout 

Turning the formal living room 
into a master bedroom gives 
the couple the chance to create 
an ensuite and walk-in robe at 
the front of the house. Andrew 
suggests replacing the window 
with a bay window and the bed 
could be placed beneath it facing the 
fireplace. The kitchen storage area would 
then back onto the robe, leaving room in the 
living area for an adjacent kitchen island bench.

“It can be the building 
block to help you decide on wall and kitchen colours 
and window treatments.” says Lisa.

Look at every surface - from dining 
tables to kitchen benchtops - and ensure they work together. 
Lisa also suggests a collection of side tables, rather than the 
one coffee table, choosing different finishes that reflect 
each of the other surfaces in the zone. 

material matters 




Susie likes clean lines and semi-commercial-style 
finishes, especially in areas like the kitchen and bathroom, and 
she’s already collected a lot of samples. Lisa suggests looking at 
glass, semi-gloss finishes and mirror to create a modern feel, but 
also adding textures to bring warmth. “Contrasting natural and 
man-made materials will stop the end result from being too clinical. 
Look at small details - like timber stools and the finish of the dining 
table which will contrast with all the smooth surfaces.” Also think 
about selecting furniture items, like dining chairs, with curves to 
soften all the straight lines. 



front and back 

When you’re shopping for a piece of furniture, chances are you’ll 
stand in front of it. sit on it. run your hands over it and measure it. 
But when you’re buying something for an open-plan space, you 
need to take a look at the back. too. since that’s also going to be 
on display. “You don’t really want to be greeted by the back of a 
sofa, although sometimes that’s unavoidable.” says Lisa. “Some 
options have elegant shelving and detailing, or you could put 
a beautiful low bench seat behind it that you could then style.”

sheer volume 

There is a lot of north-facing 
glass at the back of Susie and 
Luke’s house. Although some shading will be 
provided by an awning, lengths of sheer fabric 
will filter the afternoon light and change the feel 
of the room. “The beauty of sheers is they diffuse 
light beautifully and soften any space,” says Cam. 
‘You can also coordinate them with block-out or 
thicker fabrics for impact and to create privacy.

plush finish 

When you have a toddler in the house, the last fabric you’d think of 
upholstering your sofa in would be velvet. So an elegant, durable and 
practical velvet with a stain-repellent finish is the way to go. Cam 
suggests a velvet called Liaison that is available in a huge range of 
neutrals, but also in some striking jewel hues if Susie and Luke wanted 
to add a colour pop to the room. Otherwise, adding some cushions 
covered in a contrasting striped fabric (like Axella) would lift the styling. 


just for kids 

Using fabric for the bedhead and a chair in Maddy’s room will add 
softness and colour. A washed cotton fabric in an on-trend sorbet tone 
would be great for the bedhead Cam recommends a new fabric called 
Levi. For the chair, a lustrous and durable velvet in a gorgeous feminine 
shade would work Warwick Fabrics’ Glamour in Lilac and Poppy.

extension options 

Although the rear extension is a major 
construction element, it’s not necessarily 
an expensive option if you keep it simple 
by avoiding brick and concrete. “They’ve got plenty of ceiling height, 
so a flat roof out over the extension could be added, with a box gutter 
where the new roof connects with the old since there are no 
overhanging trees,” says Wayd. Fie also suggests a retractable cloth 
awning to offer protection and shade to the deck in summer. “We now 
build them into the structure, and they are coming down in price,” 
says Wayd. “They’re one of those luxury additions that make it worth 
skimping in other areas not on design, but on perhaps some of the 
finishes. It means the deck does become another room in summer.” 

back to basics 

Susie is a bit concerned about some of the home’s age issues: it’s a 
bit drafty and everything rattles; the floor bounces, and sometimes 
the doors shut and other times they don’t. As the floorboards are in 
good condition and tight, Wayd suggests getting foam insulation and 
putting it up between the joists during the reno to help maintain 
temperature levels. An experienced handyman can service the sash 
windows so they don’t rattle guite as much, but some things Susie 
may have to live with. “If I was doing the build, I’d wait for heavy rain 
and make sure everything fit then, as timber swells if there’s moisture 
in the air,” says Wayd. “Then you know if the doors will close when it 
rains, but you’ll have to put up with bigger gaps occasionally.” 

parking space 

According to Wayd, the luxury of a garage isn’t too hard to achieve. 
With the bathroom and laundry now backing onto the garage, 
existing cleaned-up bricks can be taken from the rear to widen the 
garage at the front to expand the structure to the boundary line. 
“Council would be happy about that,” says Wayd. “It’s sympathetic 
to the front of the house, especially reusing the existing bricks.”

R enovating can be expensive, no matter 
how small the job. And every dollar you 
save is a dollar that can be spent on 
something else, such as indulgent finishes or a 
holiday to help you recover from the renovation! 
Taking on jobs around your home can be satisfying on a personal 
level, as well as having a cost-effective impact on your budget. So, 
if you’re up for getting your hands a little dirty, it makes sense to 
take on as much of the renovating work especially the smaller 
jobs as you can, doesn’t it? Yes and no, says our panel expert, 
builder Wayd Munro. “Doing some of the jobs can help you save 
money, but only if you know what you’re doing,” he says. 

So before you take a sledgehammer to the wall, it’s important 
to be aware of your limitations. “A tradesman studies and works for 
years before they are gualified so you can’t expect to achieve the 
same results in just a weekend,” says Wayd. If you’re still willing to go 
on the DIY adventure ride, “You can take on a/rnosf any job around 
your home as long as you do your research first, have the right tools 
and ask for help if you need it”. Here are Wayd’s top tips. 

mm (jOurskiJUx 

According to Wayd, every 
homeowner should first 
master these simple tasks: 

1 . How to turn off/on the 
water, electricity and gas (if you 
have it). Knowing how to do this 
is invaluable when a tap springs 
a leak, a circuit cuts out or you 

put a shovel through the gas line. 

2 . How to change a light bulb. 

3 . How to change the batteries in your smoke alarms. 

4 . Basic painting skills including surface preparation. 

5 . Taking measurements correctly. (It’s always best to measure twice 
then check your measurements again, just to be sure.) 

How well you do at these jobs should give you an idea of 
whether you are ready to take on more complex tasks. 
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V ■ Things you’d be well advised not to 

W I do yourself include anything that 

involves either the structure of the 
house or the electricity. By knocking 
B K ^ out walls, you could undermine the 

structural integrity of the whole 
house (not to mention the safety 
of everyone in it), so avoid this 
task unless you know exactly what you’re doing. And if you aren’t 
a gualified electrician, don’t take on any electrical jobs other than 
plugging appliances into power sockets. It’s not just unwise it’s illegal. 

When it comes to plumbing, most of the time it’s best to leave 
this to the experts, too. If you’re a keen DIYer, you could have a 
go at small plumbing work, like changing taps and showerheads, 
but always ask for advice before you start. And the same goes 
for waterproofing; if it isn’t done properly, leaks can take months 
or years to appear, by which time you’ll have not only the 
waterproofing to deal with but the damage to walls and/or floors 
as well. What starts out as a cost-saving exercise will blow your 
budget right out of the water (pun intended). 

If you’re undertaking a bigger 
renovation and keen to save some 
cash on site, ask your trades what 
you can do. Buying materials 
yourself and having them ready 
for when they’re needed can 
sometimes work out as a cheaper 
option (but not always). Find out 

if you can take on some of the general labour yourself An extra pair 
of hands is generally welcome on site and assisting a tradesperson 
is a great way to learn and take part. Getting some first-hand 
experience here will give you the confidence to tackle jobs on 
your own further down the track. 

To make things easier for everyone, ensure the work area is clear, 
ready for when the trades arrive. For instance, if the plumber is

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working on the bathroom pipes, make sure everything is out of the 
way and they have the space to work efficiently 

Try your hand at some of the prep work - such as ripping out 
old fittings or stripping wallpaper - and the finishing touches at the 
very end of your home’s makeover. Tasks such as painting, putting 
up shelves or adding door handles are great ways to get involved. 
And tackling the clean-up job yourself will also save you money 
- pressure cleaners from your local hire specialist will do the job. 
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If you’re keen to get more involved 
and hone your DIY skills before 
your renovation, start online. There 
are plenty of good instructional 
videos to help you on your way. 
Sanding floors is a great option to 
do yourself you’ll just need to hire 
the right eguipment. 

The same goes for tiling. What you’ll need to watch out for is using 
the right glue for the substrates the base underneath and the right 
grout. Wherever you get your tiles from, be sure to ask which glue 
and grout would be best for installation. 

Some hardware stores hold DIY classes for small renovating jobs 
around the house, so are well worth checking out. And look into your 
local vocational education or community college to see if they run 
renovating or DIY courses that you can take.

planning ahead 

With her apartment 95 per cent renovated, 
our editor, Claire, only has the bathroom left 
to transform, Here’s what our Panel architect 
Andrew Benn suggests 


I’ve considered rearranging 
the entry to my kitchen, 
which left the door open for 
Andrew to extend. By making 
the space one-third bigger, he 
was able to include a shower 
bench and circular curtain. 
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Some regular readers will know a little about my 
recent home renovation. The main priorities when 
I moved in were the kitchen (tick installed in three 
days); the floors (tick now painted white); and a fresh 
coat of paint all the way through (done!). Which just 
leaves the bathroom, which is a sad little affair. It’s relatively inoffensive 
with terrible fittings and fixtures, but it’s livable for the moment. 
However after catching up with the team at Reece, they asked me 
to take part in their Editor’s Series, where editors from interiors 
magazines get to work with an architect to create their dream 
bathrooms. In this instance, I thought, ‘Hell, why don’t I dream up 
a new real bathroom for my place!’ Which is exactly what Andrew 
Benn, our resident architect, and I did. 

My brief was to create something that extended the zone to 
the wall of my living room incorporating my linen cupboard 
- and to keep it soft and feminine, with muted and textural details.

refrigerators 

Fridges are hefty appliances and take up a lot of room in your kitchen, 
so make sure you choose one you love because chances are you’re 
going to be looking at it for a long time. Fridges are sold by the litre; 
for a family of four, you’d be looking at a minimum of 400 litres. 

First up. the aesthetics: this generally boils down to stainless steel 
or white which is making a comeback FYI but if you’re feeling bold, 
you can find plenty of colour options. Of course, none of this matters 
if you’re going fully integrated, so the next guestion to ask yourself 
is what configuration you need and that’s largely down to personal 
preference. The choice is wide but the basics include top mount 
with the freezer at the top; bottom mount; side by side; and French 
door. You might also consider a bar fridge or wine cooler, which are 
handy if you like to keep snacks and drinks within arm’s reach. 

Additional features such as automatic ice makers and through-the- 
door water dispensers are useful, but be mindful of the fact that they’ll 
increase energy usage (and won’t work if they’re integrated). 

Remember the chest freezer? Also known as a deep freeze, they’re 
less popular now that modern fridges come with adeguate freezer 
room. Chests take up a lot of space, need manual defrosting and stuff 
tends to gets lost at the bottom. But they can be handy if you’re the 
type who worries about running out of supplies.

In the market for a new oven? Expect to pay anything between $500 
and $15,000. You’ll be familiar with the saying you get what you pay for 
and that certainly rings true. But first you have to get back to basics. 

If you’re remodelling your kitchen, you might consider moving 
from a freestanding oven to a built-in. the main advantage being that 
they don’t take up valuable floor space and can be fixed at eye level. 
You might also want to upgrade in size. Thanks to the nation’s 
obsession with cooking shows, the standard 60cm width seems 
strangely inadeguate in a family home these days. You can go wider 
(up to 90cm) or go for broke with a double. Also check the inside 
measurements versus the outside - you may be surprised. 

Gas or electric? If you have no gas supply that’s a decision made 
for you. Most ovens in Australia are electric, so there’s more of a choice, 
but some people just like cooking with gas. despite its vagaries, because 
it doesn’t dry out food the way electricity can. Other things to think 
about include pyrolytic ovens (essentially an oven that cleans itself); 
a steam oven (billed as the healthy option that traps moisture); or a 
combination steam and convection oven, which has the health 
benefits of cooking with steam but can also roast and grill.

Rangehoods extract the excess moisture, smoke, grease and odours 
produced during the cooking process the filters will need washing 
or replacing every few months to optimise performance. Visually, 



they’ve lifted their game, with streamlined shapes, as well as lighting 
and fan speed options. Your choices will also be dependent on your 
cooktop’s placement whether it sits in the island or on the bench. 




Some rangehoods simply suck up the fumes 
land recirculate them into the kitchen,” says Gary Brown from 
Harvey Norman (harveynorman.com.au). “But more people 
these days are choosing to fit ducted or ‘silent’ rangehoods 
where the fumes are expelled outside. In this case, the appliance’s 
motor lives in the ceiling space, keeping the noise away from 
the kitchen. It’s a slightly more expensive choice, but in an 
ideal world, every kitchen would have one.”

Dishwasher capacity is measured in place settings and 12 is the 
average, which suits most families. Slimline versions generally hold 
eight to 10 settings and compact versions (including drawers and 
benchtop models) only six. Most commonly they’re integrated or 
built in, but you can buy freestanding, which may be an advantage 
if you like to do your own troubleshooting. The more money you 
spend, the more fancy features you’ll get, such as adjustable racking, 
drying cycles, low-decibel operation and child-proof locks. Look out 
for models with self-cleaning systems so you don’t have to empty 
the gunk out of the filter yourself More expensive models are often 
more energy efficient and use less water, too.

lapacity can 

be a little confusing because the number of place settings (i.e. all 
the plates, cutlery and glassware needed for a three-course meal) 
will vary depending on the size of your plates,” says James Fleet 
from Appliances Online (appliancesonline.com.au). “The dishwashers 
we offer range from small benchtop models (six-place settings) 
through to the large 14-place-setting models. A dishwasher with 
a half-load option is a good compromise for most households. 
However, your most important consideration is whether or not 
the dishwasher will physically fit in your kitchen.”

A modern take on the bain-marie, 
it allows you to keep kitchenware and food hot, i.e plates, 
cups and bread rolls, and consumes about a guarter of the 
energy you’d use doing it in an oven. You can buy one to 
match the oven or other appliances.

There’s a lot more to kitchen taps than meets the eye. Not only 
are they a great way to stamp your design-savvy personality onto 
a mundane task, the choice isn’t just about mixer or separates. Water 
efficiency is now measured and certified by the Water Efficiency 
Labelling and Standards scheme (WELS) and the more stars a tap 
has, the more efficient it is the numbers range from 1 to 6. Low-flow 
taps or those with an aerator will significantly reduce wastage. 

Also, you might consider installing an integrated filter or hot-water 
dispenser - handy for time-pressed cooks or impatient tea drinkers.

Renovation wisdom is that if you can fit in a bath, you should. If you 
really don’t want one. prepare for it to be a problem when you come 
to sell as for most families with young kids, it’s on the must-have list. 

The big guestion is freestanding or built-in. Freestanding baths 
look good, the design options are numerous and they are relatively 
easy to install. Built-ins, on the other hand, are more practical in terms 
of saving space. They’re also easier to clean, as you only have to 
worry about the inside. And if you don’t have space for a separate 
shower, a built-in bath works better in combination. If you’re set on 
a freestanding bath and you have small children, make sure you 
have enough room to walk around it so you can mop up the water 
and retrieve the small toys that will inevitably go over the side. 

Baths come in two dominant materials: acrylic or enamel-coated 
steel. Both are pretty durable but the choice of shapes, colours and 
sizes is far more generous for acrylics as they’re significantly cheaper 
to manufacture. Composite baths are also on the market, made of resins 
and minerals. Cast iron is another option and great for a traditional 
look but you’ll have to make sure your sub floor can take the weight. 

The jury’s out on corner baths. They can be a solution for fitting 
a bath into a small space and some people love them for this. Others 
think they’ve had their day. Taking the design element out of it. the 
fact is that they’re awkward to clean. And statistics show that most 
people who think they’ll enjoy bathing a deux don’t.

The basics of a vanity are the sink, the countertop and the 
cabinetry that surrounds or sits below them. A vanity will most 
likely be the focal point in your bathroom, which is why getting 
it right is so crucial to the overall design. Space will determine 
whether you have a single or double sink and beyond that, 
there are choices to make on materials, finishes, storage and 
whether to go with wall- or floor-mounting. A cost-effective 
option is to buy a ready-made unit, which comes in a range of 
standard widths and depths (take your tape measure shopping!)

O ver the past few years, green walls have become an 

increasingly popular feature in office blocks, hospitals, airport 
terminals... and backyards. Not only are they a great way to 
cover up a boring blank wall, they can also help with sound-proofing, 
improve air guality and naturally regulate the temperature of the 
surrounding area. Green walls differ from green facades where 
climbing plants, which have their roots in the ground, are encouraged 
to grow up a trellis. Also known as vertical gardens or living walls, 
green walls are created by a simple system of bags or pots and 
panels with an integrated water supply that allows vertical planting 
with little ongoing maintenance. A city dweller’s dream!

piece together 

Greenwall Australia co-founder James Martin has 
giVen his own home a green tapestry without 
thlfootprint, using the Skale Greenwall system 
(gr^enwa I la ustralia.com.au). The west-facing 
wall gets the full force of the afternoon sun 
where only the toughest plants survive. Mature 
drought- and sun-tolerant succulents rhipsalis, 
sedum and three different species of crassula 
w^re planted to create a non-linear living wall. 



cool contrast 

This lush green wall offsets the modern angles 
of a Leeton-Pointon-designed Melbourne home. 
At 27 sguare metres, the vertical garden by 
Fytogreen (fytogreen.com.au) comprises 570 
plants in total, including Humata tyermanii a^\(^ 
Pratia pedunculata. The green tapestry reduces 
heat light and echo, making the courtyard a 
more livable space. It also serves as a growing 
artwork, which is visible from the living area. 
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living extension 

At six metres high, this planting takes the focus 
from the wall’s height and extends the greenery in 
the raised planter, preventing this space by Peter 
Fudge Gardens (peterfudgegardens.com.au) in 
Sydney’s Woolloomooloo from looking sparse. 
Red bromeliads have been planted for their 
dramatic colour and hardiness as epiphytes, 
they can handle the limited morning sunlight 
and salty winds. Other featured plants include 
tough Lomandra ‘Seascape’ for its texture, and 
ribbon grass, which has a useful sprawling 
form and colour when used in vertical gardens. 



canyon view 

A bungalow tucked high up in Laurel Canyon 
overlooking downtown Los Angeles featured 
an exposed deck that was unpleasant for sitting. 
In such a hot and dry position, succulents were 
the only answer so the team at Greenwall 
Australia used euphorbia, echeveria, senecio, 
crassula and aeonium. Planted from small tubes 
and cuttings, the living wall took six months to 
settle and grow in more mature plants can 
be used if you have the budget. 



colourful collaboration 

The owners of this Californian home wanted to 
add a bold outlook to enjoy from the glass-lined 
passage. Working with architects Lean Arch Inc.

Crackin’ Asian pork belly

COOKING TIME 5 minutes 

2 slices white bread, crusts removed 
2tbsp olive oil 
2 garlic cloves, crushed 
2 tsp lemon zest 

2 bunches asparagus, trimmed, halved lengthways 
150g baby green beans, trimmed 

1 tbsp lemon juice 

1 . Process bread until it becomes coarse crumbs. 

2 . Heat oil in a frying pan over medium-high heat. Cook crumbs, 
stirring, until just turning golden. Add garlic and lemon zest. 

Cook, stirring, until browned. Remove from heat. 

3 . Cook asparagus and beans in a saucepan of boiling water, 

for 2 to 3 minutes or until bright green and just tender. Drain well. 

4 . Place beans and asparagus on a serving plate. Season with salt and 
pepper. Drizzle with lemon juice and sprinkle with crumb mixture. Serve. 

crackin’ Asian pork belly 

SERVES 6 PREPARATION TIME 20 minutes 
COOKING TIME 2 hours 40 minutes 

185ml (¥4 cup) Chinese cooking wine 

2 tbsp hoisin sauce 
1 lime, juiced 

1/2 tbsp soy sauce 

4cm piece fresh ginger, peeled, thinly sliced 

3 garlic cloves, halved 

1 long fresh red chilli, thinly sliced 
3 whole star anise* 

1 cinnamon stick 
500ml (2 cups) water 

1 large brown onion, cut into wedges 
2kg piece boneless pork belly, rind scored 
3tspgrapeseed oil 

2 tsp sea salt 
Pepper 

Salad 

1 tbsp white wine vinegar 
¥4 tsp caster sugar 
Large pinch of sea salt 

2 Lebanese cucumbers, peeled into ribbons 
1 nashi pear, cut into matchsticks 

1 bunch watercress, sprigs picked 

1 . Preheat oven to 220°C. Combine cooking wine, hoisin sauce, lime 
juice, soy sauce, ginger, garlic, chilli, star anise, cinnamon stick and 
half (1 cup) of the water in the bottom of a heavy-based roasting pan. 
Stir to combine. Add onion. Place pork, rind side up, on top of onion, 
making sure the liguid doesn’t cover the rind. 

2 . Drizzle oil over the pork rind. Sprinkle with salt. Season with pepper. 
Rub salt and pepper into the cuts. Roast for 30 40 minutes or until the 
rind crackles. Pour 125ml (/ cup) of remaining water into base of pan. 


3 . Reduce oven to 160°C. Roast, adding remaining water halfway 
through cooking, for 2 hours or until the pork is very tender. 

Transfer to a chopping board. Rest for 10 minutes. 

4 . Whisk vinegar, sugar and salt in a bowl. Add cucumber and nashi 
pear and toss to combine. Set aside for 3 minutes to develop the 
flavours. Drain, discarding excess liguid. Transfer the cucumber 
mixture to a bowl. Add watercress and toss to combine. 

5 . Drizzle pork with a little of the pan juices. Serve with salad. 

tropical semifreddo 

SERVES 8 PREPARATION TIME 6 hours 45 minutes 

legg 

2 egg yolks 

Yi cup (lOOg) caster sugar 

300ml thickened cream 

Yi cup (125ml) coconut cream 

Ys cup (80ml) passionfruit pulp 

/ cup (75g) finely chopped glace pineapple 

50g store-bought mini meringues 

1 ripe mango, stone removed, peeled, sliced 

1 ripe banana, peeled, sliced 

/ ripe fresh pineapple, peeled, thinly sliced 

Yi papaya, peeled, seeded, sliced 

Passionfruit pulp, extra, to serve 

1 . Line the base and sides of an 8cm x 25cm bar pan with plastic 
wrap, allowing the sides to overhang. 

2 . Use an electric mixer to whisk egg, egg yolks and sugar in a large 
heatproof bowl until thick and creamy. Place bowl over a saucepan of 
simmering water and continue whisking until mixture doubles in size. 

3 . Use an electric mixer to whisk cream and coconut cream in a large 
bowl until soft peaks form. Add half the cream mixture to egg mixture 
and gently fold until just combined. Add remaining cream mixture 
and passionfruit pulp and fold until just combined. Add glace 
pineapple and meringues and gently fold to combine. 

4 . Pour mixture into the prepared pan and place in the freezer 
for 6 hours or overnight until firm. 

5 . Turn semifreddo onto a serving plate. Top with combined 
mango, banana, fresh pineapple and papaya. Drizzle with the 
extra passionfruit pulp to serve.

OU have stumbled here, Milly, onto what experts and/or 
Megsy consider the most contentious issue in renovating. 
The should- we-shouldn’t-we of kitchen ventilation is a 
debate that simmers like an open pot of fish stock, reaching the 
hard boil of a particularly unctuous rendang curry the day your 
builder discovers you’re not willing to ruin the visual schema 
of your kitchen for a purely practical zone. 

According to my waz through the building code, you’re under 
no legal obligation, vis ventilation, beyond a good window, but still, 
he’ll be shocked. It wiU confirm everything he’s thought about you, 
since you mentioned your laughably ambitious move -in date. 

Builders are practical people by nature, and the idea that you’d 
prefer an uninterrupted run of wall over the efficient elimination 
of food odours is as unbelievable to him as the difference between 
his initial quote and his final bill will be to you. 

There’s no point explaining that you’d actually prefer to emerge
